Policy founded uppn a Religions Principle. For 
it {uppoles that none can be true or faithful to 
their Prince thar are falie to God; and that the 
fureft Demonftration of a Man's Loyalty is his 
Piety ; and therefore it povides for the Exclufion 
of all thoie as unqualified fer any fhare of the Go- 
veinment, who are unworthy to receive the Sa- 
Crament.
